A report this af­ 
ternoon said the Turks were rallying 
and plan to make a stand on the penin­ 
sula where Constantinople is situated.

Every merchant in the country knows 
that rebating has now practically been 
eliminated, and he also

Who Have Been Targets of Assassins

He had Informed her that he 
was going to assassinate the president 
Henry W. W eilbrenner, a half wit­ 
ted farm er of Syosset, N, Y„ Invaded 
Sagamore Hill in September, 1903, at 
night. 
He was armed. 
Secret service 
men caught bim within IOO feet of the 
veranda, on which Roosevelt was sit­ 
ting. 


Arrested a t the White House. 
A Swede who gave his name as Pe­ 
ter Elliott and said be was from Lan­ 
caster, Pa., was arrested in the White 
House O ct 5, 1903. 
He was armed 
w ith a revolver, knife and scissors. 
He had sent letters and poems before 
that time, and the police were looking 
for 
him. 
He 
fought 
desperately 
against capture and Injured a secret 
service man before he was subdued. 
The arrest of a Pole at Portland, 
Ore., on June 2. 1900, revealed the fact 
th at five men had agreed to go to 
W ashington and each try separately to 
kill the president. 
These men were 
all physical force anarchists, but no 
arrests were made, as the men were 
reported to have fled across the border. 
Prom time to time in 1903, 1904, 1905, 
1900 and 1907 anarchist plots were re­ 
ported from various centers of the coun­ 
try. 
One such came from Hazleton, 
Pa., In April. 1907. The year previous 
a similar conspiracy bad been reported 
from Paterson. 
Usually the plots were 
found to be dreams of the tellers of 
them. 
A demented man appeared at Saga­ 
more HUI In September, 1907, saying 
that he was going to compel Roosevelt 
to collect $10,000,000 from J olm D. 
Rockefeller. 
He had hinted something 
of dynamite, but be got away. 
A woman was arrested in Louisville, 
Ivy.. In May, 1908, as she was board­ 
ing a train on a W ashington ticket 
She announced calmly th at sbe was 
going to kill the president. 
She was 
Carrie Ade of New Rochelle, N. Y.

EWS that Colonel Roosevelt had 
been shot by an assassin in Mil­ 
waukee brought vividly to the 
minds of his friends that they 
had often expressed the fear when he 
w as in the White House that he would 
meet with some such attack. 
They 
recalled, however, that Mr. Roosevelt 
when he was president always insisted 
th at be could look out for himself, and 
often resented the secret service guards 
following too closely on his footsteps. 
Mr. Roosevelt, when be w-as presi­ 
dent. always carried a loaded revolver 
in his hip pocket On several occasions 
when he was speaking the wind lift­ 
ing the tails of his coat has shown to 
bis audience the glint of the revolver 
■handle. 
He never wbeu he was presi­ 
dent had occasion to use the weapon. 
There were, however, two or three 
tim es when he did not hesitate to 
Jump in and use his own hands when 
he thought there was any reason to 
fear for his personal safety. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s friends said that the 
possibility of an assassin firing at Mr. 
Roosevelt has for several years hung 
like a pall over Mrs. Roosevelt’s life. 
She earnestly urged him not to con­ 
sider running again for the presidency 
even before Mr. T aft had been nomi­ 
nated in 1908, and again last sumrnei 
Mrs. Roosevelt urged more strongly 
than anybody else against her bus ba rid 
again aspiring to sit in the White 
House. 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt, in 
talking 
w ith hor friends, has often expressed 
the fear that her husband might meet 
■with some fatal injury in seeking of­ 
fice. 
Was Alive to the Danger. 


While Colonel Roosevelt always in­ 
sisted that he could protect himself if 
he only had warning, he was fully 
alive to the dangers to which the presi­ 
dent of the United States was exposed. 
H e was emphatic after McKinley’s 
death in declaring that greater safe­ 
guards should be thrown around the 
life of the chief executive. 
In talking 
of McKinley’s death with friends he 
■aid repeatedly, however, that he did 
not believe Czolgosz ever would have 
succeeded in tiring a second shot at 
him. 
President Roosevelt, while the at­ 
tendance of secret service guards often 
annoyed him. realized the Importance 
of their presence and was the first 
president to have an unduly large force 
of these guards. 
When Mr. Roosevelt 
became president the secret service 
force sent men to guard bis residence, 
and tile strictest orders were issued 
th a t they should never let the presi­ 
dent out of their sight save when he 
w as in the White House or in his 
home. 
Roosevelt, on his trips in the present 
campaign, had a few guards occasion­ 
ally, but they have been used chiefly 
as a help in getting him through 
crowds. 
He lins insisted since he left 
the Whit® House that ho was a pri­ 
vate citizen and had nothing to fear 
from any American. 
Colonel Roosevelt’s habit of carrying 
a revolver got him into one or two 
em barrassing 
predicaments. 
At 
St. 
Paul, for Instance, he took another 
m an’s overcoat by mistake, and the 
fellow who got the colonel’s got a fine 
big 44 caliber revolver In the overcoat 
pocket. 
Again he took off his over­ 
coat In church in W ashington ODe day 
and left his revolver lying In the pew. 
When he went to call on Elihu Root 
as the latter was retiring from the 
cabinet the wind lifted his coattails 
and showed the steel barrel of his 
gun sticking from his hip |>ocket. The 
incident greatly tickled a troop of 
cavalrymen who were drawn up near 
Root’s house. 


Bomb Once Sent to Him. 
1 Roosevelt was a police commissioner 
In New York city in 1S9<5, when on 
April 11 somebody addressed to him 
a bomb which would explode the mo­ 
ment the wrapper of It was torn. 
A 
postofiice clerk caught this package as 
I* went through his hands aud sent it 
lo 
li- e headquarters, where it was 
not o p e n e d until after It had been 
soaked iii water. 
It was then found 
to contam explosives which would 
bn ve maimed the persou who opened 
the package. 
There was a scare in Philadelphia In 
November. 
1902, 
when 
a foreigner 
made a dash at Roosevelt, who was 
riding with Secretary Cortelyou In an 
open carriage. 
The secretary and the 
secret service men covered the presi­ 
dent, and the man 
was overborn®. 
He declared he only wanted to shake 
bauds, 
fie was unarmed. 
A man whose name was given as 
Everett H Leighton got into the ex­ 
ecutive offices at W ashington Jan. 7, 
3902. and Just before Roosevelt was to 
appear for his regular reception men­ 
tioned that he had a ’m atter he w ant­ 
ed to settle personally." They got him 
away and held blin to test his sanity. 
Ile carried nothing more deadly than a 
sui ill pocketknife. 
Colonel Roosevelt went west In May. 
300'• to hunt mountain lions. Th® day 
be was to reach Salt Lake City a 


Other Assassins and Their Victims. 
Assassination bas always been one 
of the dangers to which personages 
prominent In the political world have 
been particularly exposed, and hardly 
any country can boast itself free from 
that crime. 
Abraham Lincoln, the first of the 
three American presidents to be mur­ 
dered, was assassinated as be was cele­ 
brating tile trium phant close of the 
civil war. 
On Good Friday, April 14, 
1805. Just as the north was rejoicing 
at the end of the long struggle with the 
south, he attended Ford’s theater in 
Washington to see a performance of 
“Our American Cousin." 
An actor, 
John Wilkes Booth, crept to the back 
of bls box soon after the curtain had 
risen and shot him from behind. Then, 
leaping on the stage, be brandished a 
dagger, shouted “Sic semper tyrannis!” 
and escaped through the stage door. 
Lincoln was carried across the street 
to a small- house and died there at 
7 o’clock the next morning. 
At the 
same time an attem pt was made to as­ 
sassinate Secretary Seward In his own 
house. 
The next president to be slain was 
Jam es A. Garfield, 
On July 2. 1881, 
a few months after his inauguration, 
Charles J. Gulteau, a disappointed of­ 
fice seeker, shot him down in the Bal­ 
timore aud Potomac railway station in 
Washington. 
The avowed purpose of 
the assassin was to secure the succes­ 
sion of Vice President Arthur, who, 
he believed, would be more favorably 
disposed to the "Stalw art" wing of the 
Republican party. Garfield lingered for 
more than two months. 
He was taken 
from Washington to Biberon, N. J., 
and died there on Sept. 19. 
William McKinley fell a victim to the 
doctrines of anarchy. Like Lincoln, he 
had been re-elected and seemed to bo 
about to Inaugurate a new and impor­ 
tant policy In regard to foreign com­ 
mercial relations. 
He went to Buffalo 
to speak at the Pan-American exposi­ 
tion, and there as he was holding a re­ 
ception he was shot down by Czolgosz. 
The man approached him In the line of 
citizens, holding a revolver concealed 
by a handkerchief. As he reached the 
president, 
apparently 
Intending 
to 
shake his band, he fired with fatal e f­ 
fect 
McKinley lived for eight days 
after bls wound. 


In Foreign Countries. 
Foreign countries have bad their full 
share of such assassinations as these, 
and in many cases death has overtaken 
a ruler on a state occasion when be 
was making a public progress to per­ 
form an im portant function. Of course 
tile presence of a member of a ruling 
house may at times rouse the frenzy 
of a fanatic for a perfectly purposeless 
crime, as was tho case in the attem pt 
to slay the present Czar Nicholas when 
ss a tourist he was Journeying in Ja ­ 
pan in 1890, but most of the successful 
attacks upon crowned heads have been 
made on public occasions. 
So on March 31. 1881, the Czar Alex­ 
ander II. of Russia was blown to 
pieces by a bomb as he was on his 
way to the W inter palace. 
He had 
been distinguished by his liberal views 
and his desire to am eliorate conditions 
in his empire, hut he was struck down 
through a conspiracy of nihilists. 
So. 
too, a few years ago a plot In tile army 


(■used an artillery salute in honor of 
the present czar to take the form of a 
discharge of loaded pieces directly in 
the direction of the imperial household. 
President Carnot of France was tho 
only head of a foreign republic besides 
President Borda Idiarte of Uruguay to 
be assassinated of late years. He m et 
bis death in Lyons a t the bands of an 
Italian anarchist Caserio, who shot him 
on Jan e 24, 1894. 
He had gone to the 
exhibition of arts and sciences nnd 
bad been enthusiastically greeted on 
the way. 
Ju st as he stepped into his 
carriage on his departure from tho 
building Caserio sprang up on the step, 
waving a paper as though it were a pe­ 
tition. 
The guards permitted bim to 
approach the president, and he drew a 
dagger and stabbed him in the body. 
The wound was mortal, and Carnot 
died the next day. 
King and Queen Murdered. 
One of the most terrible of political 
assassination^ was that of King Alex­ 
ander nnd Queen Draga of Servla on 
June ll, 1903. T h a t little kingdom had 
been torn with internal strife, and 
King Milan had been forced to abd! 
cate in favor of his son. Alexander be 
Ueved in drastic measures and in a 
country seething with revolutionary 
nnd liberal feeling attem pted to make 
the power of tile crown more and more 
absolute. 
In particular he offended his 
subjects by his marriage. 
On the evening of June IO. 1903, a 
military conspiracy came to a head. 
A uumber of officers forced their way 
into the palace, aided by their com­ 
rades. who were supposed to be on 
guard. 
They reached the royal cham­ 
ber nnd were faced by King Alexan­ 
der with his queen in his arms. They 
demanded his immediate abdication. 
Ile refused, nnd immediately a storm 
of bullets fell on the royal pair. They 
were shot down, and the throne was 
given to Peter of the house of Karn- 
georgeviteh. the present reigning mon 
arch. 
Death of King Humbert. 
The assassination of King Humbert 
of Italy on July 29, 1900, on the other 
hand, was Inspired by anarchistic feel­ 
ing. A band of anarchists with head­ 
quarters in this country selected An­ 
gelo Bresci to slay the king. who had 
already tlqve years before been ex 
posed to anarchistic bullets. 
The king 
went to Mon zn to present the prizes at 
a gymnastic competition. 
No special 
danger was feared, and no particular 
precautions were taken, but as he was 
leaving the hall and stepping Into bjs 
carriage Bresci fired three times, one I 
of his shots finding lodgment In tile j 
king's heart. 
King Carlos of Portugal nnd the j 
Crown Prince Luis fell victims to a i 
revolutionary conspiracy on Feb. I, I 
1008. The kingdom had been In a fer , 
ment for some time with the republic­ 
an feeling which led a year or two ago 
to the abolition of the monarchy. The 
royal family had been at Villa Vicosa. 
and It was known that they were about 
to return to their palace In Lisbon 
As 
they drove through the streets the con 
■plrators opened fire upon them with 
carbines. 
The king and the crown 
prince fell dead, but Queen Amelin 
and Prince (now ex-King) Munuel es 
caped. 
Of nil Hie assassinations of crowned 
heads of recent years perhaps the most 
dastardly was th at of the Empress 
Elizabeth of Austria at Geneva on 
Sept IO, 1898 
The empress had llv«*d 
a blameless life and had k n o w n mon- 
tbnn her full share of sorrows, 
sh* 
was famed for her charities, aud lim 
love of traveling was raga rile I with re 
sp ed and affection by all who came 
within her influence. 
But as she was 
staying at Geneva and was walking 
quietly to her hotel the French I in'inn 
anarchist Luecheul attacked and kill 
ed her. 
Of attem pts to assassinate crowned 
heads there has been a very large mini 
ber. 
Even so beloved a sovert I ii as 
Queen Victoria was e x isted three or 
four times to t(u> shots of would i e 
murderers, who were generally sh urn 
to have been Insane. 
King Edward 
was the vlctl inof an ait.n k while 
traveling In Belgium. 
B im the rn agt 
sensational assault on royalty was com­ 
mitted upon King Alfonso of Spain 
nnd his bride, tile Princess Victoria of 
England, as they were driving home 
after their m arriage ceremony. 
A 
bomb was thrown at the royal proces­ 
sion, and the carriage in which the 
newly married pair was driving was 
so badly shattered th at they were forc­ 
ed to complete their Journey in anoth­ 
er. but neither the king nor queen was 
Injured.
